LONDON. Aug. 4—While govern-' 
ment circles here profess confidence 
that Irish affairs are progressing

A recent survey of present prices 
of food stuffs as 
compared

war prices, or even with prices of 
three months ago, shows that not 
all blessings drop from the skies. 
After tumbling 28 
percent 
be­ 
tween April, 1920, and April, 1921, 
the cost of the various articles of 
food 
combined slipped down 
an­ 
other notch of 2.7 percent within 
the next month .and in the last 
three months have continued their 
downward dive. 
Government comparative figures 
just issued show that fresh eggs, 
which retailed at 52.8 cents a doz­ 
en in April, 1920, plunged down to 
41.7 in March, 1921, and on down 
to 34.3 in April, 1921. Now they 
are selling on the local retail mar­ 
ket at 30 cents. Cheese had reach­ 
ed 42.8 cents a pound in April, 
1920, but fell to 39 cents on March 
15, 1921. It went down 
to 
37.3 
cents a pound by April 15. 1921, 
but the best variety is now back to 
40 cents. 
Friend Steak Thoughtful. 
Sirloin steak is perhaps one of 
the best friends of the cook now* 
because of its admirable behavior on 
the market. Early in April. 1921, 
it sold for 43.2 cents a pound, slip­ 
ped down to 39.1 cents in March, 
1921, by April 15, 1921, had gone 
to 40 cents, but now has descend­ 
ed to 25 cents.

“This is only the first of a series 
of arrests we are going to make 
if the manufacture of stills, which 
I am convinced has been going on 
here for some time, is not stopped. 
I am aware that some of the tin­ 
ners here are not acquainted with 
the section of the prohibition act 
which makes this an offense," he 
said. Then he cited Section 18 of 
the Volstead act which says: 
“ It shall be unlawful to adver- 
I se, manufacture, sell or possess 
or sale any utensil, contrivance, 
machine, 
preparation, 
compound, 
tablet, substance, formula direction. 
or recipe, advertised, designed or in­ 
tended for the use of the unlawful 
manufacture of intoxicating liquor." 
In response to a letter in which 
Mr. Brents asked his opinion as 
to applying this law to the manu­ 
facturing of stills, Frank Lee, new 
United States District Attorney a* 
Muskogee, wrote: “Certainly a still 
s a piece of machinery, a contriv­ 
ance, or utensil for this purpose. 
The manufacture, then, of such an 
article would be in my judgment a 
violation 
of the 
National 
Prohi­ 
bition Act."

WAS CROOK'S FAVORITE SCOUT 
“I would rather lose a third of my 
army than to have Frank Gruard 
killed,” once declared Gen. Frank I 
Crook, and when this great Indian 
fighter set such a high value on the 
services of a scout it mea ut that 
Frank Gruard was without a peer. 
Gruard was born in Tahiti in 1850, 
the son of an American truder aud a j 
native woman. 
His fattier returned 
to tills country when Frunk was but 
$wo years old and at the age of fif­ 
teen Frank ran away from home aud 
went to Montana. 
Gruard became a mail carrier, a 
dangerous job In a country full of hos­ 
tile Sioux. They captured him finally 
and were preparing to kill bim when 
a young brave pleaded for his life. I 
Calling their attention to Frank's 
swarthy complexion he declared that 
the mail carrier n$ust be an Indian 
who had been captured by the whites. 
This Indian was the renowned Sit­ 
ting Bull. For 19 months Gruard was [ 
guarded closely and, realizing tile use­ 
lessness of attempting to escape, he 
learned the Sioux tongue and entered 
Into the Indian life as one of them. 
He lived with the Indians six years 
before he finally escaped. 
One day Gruard was scouting for 
an officer who attempted to guide his 
command by use of the compass. They 
became lost in a blinding snow storm. 
Frank borrowed the officer’s compass, 
smashed It against a rock, and then, 
taking the lead, be guided the soldiers 
straight to the place they wished to 
to. 
Gruard’s greatest exploit was his 
part in the “Sibley Scout” In 1876. 
Lieut S. W. Sibley was sent ont on a 
scout to find the Indians. He found 
them, and in a abort time his little 
command was suryounded by hun­ 
dreds of Sioux ana Cheyennes. After 
a desperate fight In which the Chey­ 
enne chief, 
White Antelope, 
was 
killed, the soldiers were forced to 
abandon their horses and attempt es­ 
cape on foot 
Gruard’s knowledge of the country 
was all that saved them. 
He led 
them over unknown mountain trails, 
winding through the deep canyons and 
around high peaks, until the Indians 
were outdistanced. The next day bs 
guided them to a high point on a 
mountain side and pointed down. Be­ 
low them lay Crook's camp. 
Frank Gruard was given a life-time 
position as a government scout and 
ha performed valuable services in the 
last uprising of the Sioux, the Ghost 
Danes war of 189041.

NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 3.—The 
cotton new year with its annual 
statistics and rush of excited trad­ 
ing was marked today by an ad­ 
vance in price which experts esti­ 
mated would bring southern plant­ 
ers $41,900,000 more for their crop. 
The day's developments put the 
price up a cent a pound. Interest 
was centered mainly in the item of 
the carry over, which was placed by 
H. G. Hester, secretary of the New 
Orleans Cotton exchange at 9,194,- 
000 bales, the largest carry over 
on record. 
A year ago the carry over was 
6.216.000 bales. It was noted that 
635.000 bales of linters were in­ 
cluded in the carry over against 
I,000,000 in last year’s figures and 
explained that 200,000 bales of lin­ 
ters had been deducted this season 
because they had become worthless 
or were destroyed. 
The commercial crop for the cot­ 
ton year of 1920-21 was counted at 
11,337,316 bales against 12,443,180 
the preceding year. 
Consumption 
by the world of American cotton 
was put at 10,500,000 bales against 
12.670.000 last year, the trade here 
setting the slump down as being the 
effect of general depression in the 
world’s textile markets.
